‘The eft of thefe, are the yery Words of 
the Hamover Memorial, and therefore I 
prefume wif not be Difputed ; now ‘it fs 
“matifeft, thefe Propofals, which we wéuld 
cali Preliminaries, have neither of thefeSlg- 
nifications, and realy I cannot but wonder, 
to fee the Thing fo Univerfally miftaken. _ 

Should all the Plenipotentiaries mert, 
‘aad the French being to make Offers, fhould 
throw down thefe Propofals, Would the 
Cotederategenter toa Treaty bpon them? 
No, no, every Prince will be there, to maké 
his particular Demands, antl require a Ca- 
tegorical Anfwer, whether'the French will 
yield tothis, or no, and enter into Debates 
upon the Particulars ? 

The Queen’s Anfwer to the Lord’s Ad- 
drefs, is plaia to this Senfe, when Fler Ma-

Upon this Foot I Argue, gad mo otber- 
mife; and cherefore I muft leave to 
think al] that Labour loft, which is {pent 
to Canvafs the Articles, and to Expofe their 
double Meaning, We do not take thems 
ws Preliminaries If the French fhould 
fay, they defign to Treat on them, as uch, 
or on the Foot ef thefe Articles, I fhould be 
the firt to fay, the Propofels of fuch a 
Treaty were Abfurd and Ridiculous; and 
we fhould reje& a Treaty under fuch Limi- 
tations, with Contempt, and fight on, till 
we bring him to fing another Tane. 

Bat as they are Propofals to fignifie only 
bis Refolotion at a Treaty, to give all the 
Allies Satisfa@ion, certainly her Majefty 
has done the moft Rational Thing in the 
World, to move the Allies to Treat with 
him, and Waving Matters of Form, to hear 
what he favs. 

_If, ona Treate, it appears that he ismot 
Sincere, and does not heartily come into 
the Thing, viz. Peace, with Resfonsble Se- 
tisfation to all the Allies — He abufes the 
Queen's Condefcenfion, and we cannot 
dovbr, her Majefty will let France know, 
Sheis in a Condicion to ‘Refert it.
